Chihuahua, Mexico, 
May 
2H.—The 
Mexican rebels are rapidly running 
out of ammunition and feeling against 


the I nited States for preventing ex­ 
portation of arms into .Mexico runs 
high in the rebel zone, l^ack of am­ 
munition is one of the principal rea­ 
sons why the insurrectos have re­ 
treated before the advancing federals. 
lo date the .ehels have evacuated 
nearly 250 miles of territory aion0- 
the Mexican Central lines and General 
Orosco, who arrived here today is 
mustering his men in an effort to 
check the federals at Mach im ba. This 
is a naturally fortified place with 
plenty of water, lack of which made 
fighting heretofore difficult. 
The exact positions of the federals 
is not known here but they are be­ 
lieved to be near Jiminez, 150 miles 
south, which has been evacuated bv 
the rear guard of the rebels, charged 
with the task of wrecking the rail­ 
road and burning bridges. Should the 
rebels be defeated at Maehimba and 
driven out of Chihuhua it is practical­ 
ly certain that they will split into 
small bands and harrass the govern­ 
ment in guerilla warfare until such 
time as they can gather enough am­ 
munition for a concentrated stand. 
The rebels have about 6,000 men 
in this vicinity, losses in the retreat 
having been comparatively few. Only 
sixty-six men 
have' been 
reported 
missing by the commander since the 
battle at 
Rellano. There are hard­ 
ly any sick, but about 150 wounded 
are in the hospital.
